So far we have been considering historical information on which to base a be¬ 
lief in the existance of U.F.O. . But now I want to break off to examine 
modern data. 

Can the disappearance of planes be put down to them ? # 

On March 7« 1922. Plying Officer B. Holding set out from an aerodrome near 
Chester on what was intended to be a short flight in Wales. About seven 
O’clock he was seen near Llangollen, turning back and heading in the direc¬ 
tion of Chester • 

He was never seen again . He disappeared over a densely populated country. 

The unexplained and unannounced crashes #f aircraft over land are numbered 
in dozens. And while these crashes are not disappearances , there is a 
strong element of mystery inmany of them . 

It is the rule, and not the exception, that the major cgt?strophes come with¬ 
out warning • Whatever causes the crash seems to cut _f cxmmunication simult¬ 
aneously • Seldom is there any warning from the radios only routine re¬ 
ports, and then silence-, until the wreckage is found with no survivors, and, 

in at least one case— nobodiesJ 

It is one thing for a solitary aircraft to vanish from above the sea without 
trace and without signals being heard. It is quite another for five military 
aircraft , flying as a group, ail with full crew and radio, to pass silently 
and irrevicably from human ken. 

There were 14 men aboard those Avenger Bombers which disappeared one day over 
Florida. As the hours passe*V the base and other aircraft on patrol listened 

hopefully on the radio channels . But no word came to tell of the whereabouts 

of the missing fliers. 

The last routine message , recieved at 5»25* p.m. had given the psoition of 
the flight as about 200 miles north-east of Miami. 

The hands of the clock crawled around to the point where the bombers’ fuel 
supply would be exhausted • Still no word. Navy aircraft and ships were or¬ 
dered out to cover the enture area from Key West northward to Jacksonville 

and 250 miles out to sea. 

The Navy pointed out that the Avenger bomber' was noted for its buoyancy. 

In similar emergencies aircraft had always remained aflcat long enough for 
the crews to launch the life rafts. 

One of the first rescue craft to roar off the water in search of the miss¬ 
ing fliers was a huge Martin Mariner bomber with a crew of 13 that had ben 
trained for just such work . IT too , disappeared without trace. 

How could these aircraft, each with its own crew and radio facilities, dis¬ 
appear without even flashing a single message of explanation?. It was hard¬ 
ly logical to assume that they collided , killing all the crew members sim¬ 
ultaneously. 
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ff Point of no return" cent TT 

O 1 ' 1 August 2, 1947* the British South American Airways Lancastrian Stardust 
mysteriously vanished on a flight over the Andes. It would not have hoen 
so surprising if the aircraft had siappeared in the high peaks of the Andes 
But these had been negotiated , and she was due to landat the airport at 
Santiago. Chile at 5»45 »P*ei» 

At 5* 41* she sent out a signal stating her time of arrival. 

That is just 4 minutes from the airport, aLmost within sight of the control 
tower.. At the end of t e message came a word TT Stendoc" , loud and clear 
and quickly spoken. 

The Chilean Air Force operator of Sabtiago queried the word which he did not 
understand. He heard it twice repeated by the plane • 

Ho explanation of the word has ever been found. 

The aircraft never arrived and the mystery has not been solved. Searches 
were made by ski troops and skilled mountaineers over an area of 2p0 square 
miles in vain • 

That aircraft carried a crew of 5 men and there were six passengers. 

i hc pilot Capt. E.J. Cook , had crossed the Andes eignt times as second pilot 

Four minutes from the landing strip-Y&iat happened??. 

In 1947 an American Super Fortress Bomber vanished when 100 miles off Ber^- 
muda-.- the area of missing aircraft. In March 1950 , a U.S. Globemaster 
disappeared while flying from Horth America to Ireland, without warning and 
without trace. 

A Pan- American Constellation , with 40 people aboard was on her way from 
South Africa to Hew York on June 20. 1951 • 

Tho ship had left Accra • West Africa, for Monrovia, Liberia and at 3 p.m. 
the crew radioed that she was due at Robertsfield airport, Monrovia, at 
3.15* p.m. The aircraft v/as never seen or heard of again . 

Fifteen minutes with no troubles to report, and anticipating and eventless 

landing, this giant craft disappeared without trace or record-, no outcry 

from tho radio. 

I submit then that these disappearnces are in the greater number than dis¬ 
appearances of people and ships in the past because our air age is proving 
of great interest to our space neighbors. 

I suggest further , that these disappearnces arc but mere kidnappings by 
the space contrivances .. i^rc there any other explanations which staify 
all the questions. ?. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT . 

Tho above facts given By the Late Mr Jessup are undeniable, but since this 
article was written many years ago more evidence has been to hand which adds 
to the number of such strange disappear ones, but further als# facts have come 
to light to suggest that these snatches if you can call thorn that, can bo 
attributed to UFO. but that these UFO have an origin much nearer home than 
those which aro coming from space. Franly we can no longer deny that evi¬ 
dence now points to more than one origin of these craft, and that some are 
hostile to people ON earth, and others which como from outer space have so 
far shown no real evidence of hositility but of peaceful intent. 
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MINERS ARE SAVED BY A VISION . 

Last year in the USA a similar incident was given "by miners in a disaster which 
caused quite a great deal of interest in the claims made hy the men of having 
"been encouraged to hope on # hy an extraordinary vision of a man and a door way 
to which he pointed. In the light if that incident the following is indeed 
very interesting which has been sent to us by our correspondent in South Africa 
of an incident very similar in character in that country • 

VERE3NIGI1TG YSMDSMY. Reported in » Argus" 25/ll/64- 

Eith nothing but prayer to sustain them * and all hope 01 survival gone* they 
were beckoned forward to safety by a white robed figure carrying a cross in 
the left hand * one of the three survivors of the Sigma Colliery fire disaster 
said here today . 

Showing the effect of the 84 - hour underground ordeal through* gas* flames* 
and fumes* and without food or water * a 26 year old Basuto miner* Lichaba 
liuphiting * gave a graphoc description of the vision which saved him and his 
co-workers last week. 

The irony is that Lichaba - who had planned to get nr.riod last Friday * th e 
day after his miraculous escape with two follow workers. 0 need not have gone 
undergone the four day terror. 

Ulien the fire broke out the previous Monday he was able to roach the pithead 
safely. In his pwn words he pressed the button of the cage in the main shaft 
and then decided that he must go back to help his comrades 11 

Trapped 'with 12 other African minors * France and Sebastino among them * they 
retreated deeper into tho mine to escape the deadly fumes. 

YJhile seeking refuge the miners tried one by one* collapsed and died of the 
fumes until only Lichaba France Fumo and Sebastino Macamo wore left • 

Their lamps went out* and fooling their way in the dark through a network of 
tunnelling they crawled through a rock?all on all fours. 

11 Lichaba said 11 We found a rating-place • It was only for prayers. It was 
dark but wo cariicd on our way till we found a way out. 0 

Uo sat down again and prayed and said* God can take us* * France and sebastino 
foil asleep but he found ho could not sleep . Ho know by then it was Thurs¬ 
day 9 because Franco had a watch . 

Lichaba said 11 While tho others si opt ho saw a vision * It was a figure dress¬ 
ed in a white mbe* with a green girdle. The figure carried a cross in the 
left hand and beckoned to him • 

I followed him for about 6 foot* and aaid I could not leave my comrades. 
Speaking to mo for tho first time in Sesuto the person told me to fetch them. 

I woke France and Sebastino and asked them whether they could see the person 
infront of us. Thyc said they could not. Tho figure beckoned to us again and 
wo followed* I could see the person perfectly • There was light all around 
whore he was walking * although it was dark all around us." 

Suddenly all three of them heard voices around them crying out* M You people 
will die. You will nover get cut. but they contv^uod to follow tho figure for 
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The minors Vision cont . 

some distance until ho vanished from their sight® 

It was then that they found an underground pipe against the rock face- and 
followed it in th, dark® 

Suddenly they came across a native minor® 

Hnov/ing that he would ho shocked at the sight of them , they approached him 
carefully . "He- had a hig fright when ho saw us, and was afraid of us ahd 
started running away” 

Later they saw other miners working and realised that they had found t -eir 
way to safety .

ottaua(ap) Canadian scientists say they have again caught up with the wndoring 
north magnetic pole. 

They found that the pole in the last 2 years has moved some 20 miles fartLor 
north and about 4 miles cast to a new position at the southern end of Bathurst 
Island, approximated 1,800 miles north of r innipeg * 

The now position of the pole was determined by ground survey parties from the 
geomagnetic division of the observatories branch of the Department of Minos 
and Technical surveys. 

Edward Lawson . , scientific officer with tho division , said the position of 
the pole now is 75*5 degrees north and 100.5 degrees west. 

In 1962 its position was 75*1 degrees north and 100.8 degrees west. 

" The polo now is moving about five miles a year north and 1 mile a years 
oast, f? Dawson said . 

Comments. ...Such an amount of 5 miles 0 . year is certainly something for con¬ 
sideration , and surely can be contributivc to our changing seasonal weather 
all around the world, if not wholly , at least partially tho cause. 

Such facts have boon discussed by many saucer students, and an expectancy of 
shifting poles even greater have been predicted by many for some time past 
particularly those who have claimed contact with saucer folk , literally , and

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M UNUSUAL THLPATHIC EXPERIENCE COHirStO.

The following is an experience of the Editor during his recent New Zealand 
Tour and he now recounts it because of the many confirmations which, he 
recived then as the story will show* and now more strongly confirmed by 
a News paper cutting which he has just recived from his firm associate 
Nan Saunders of Auckland. 

For obvious reasons the Name of the city will not be given although it is 
known to many as well as those connected with the story and thus can be veri¬ 
fied by thorn • The reason for withholding the namo is that the Editor does 
not want to be labked as a scare merchant, r create a cause for panic. 

However the facts are undeniable and now that official warning has been 
given to the City, he merely relates the incident for tho evaluation of 
his readers. 

The Editor and his sister had reached this city on a morning when alieavy 
gale was blowing and rain belting down caused no happy thoughts to start with. 
The next day it was necessary for tho Editor to leave for Napier, a long J 
journey to fulfillnhis promised visit to the folk in the Hawkes Bay area, 
a very pleasant time full of happy memories. 

I would confess that I had strange feelings about going to Napier as it 
was hero in 1931 that a huge earthquake occurred and completely wiped out 
tho city which was rebuilt into its present stage, a beautiful place indeed. 

I thought maybe I would got some vibrations of the instability of this 
place, however strangely I felt none , in fact the very reverse. 

Two days later I returned to mu sister at the place mentioned, only to find 
her ina very bid state of depression so much in fact that she felt she want¬ 
ed to abandon the tour and return home, after a half an hour reasoning with 
her, I managed to cheer her up. hut was very surprised that she was so upset 
as she is a very strong character and hard headed business woman , certainly 
not given to emotional upset and defiantely not psychic. 

Retiring to my own room* feeling tired after tho long journey from Napier 
I laid down on the bed. and within a few minutes began to feel extremely de¬ 
pressed and morose almost as though some awful thing was pending and one which 
had dire results. 

I could not understand it. as I had returned in very bright spirits from Na¬ 
pier, tho local people had made my stay sp wonderful and full of fellowship. 

I tried to explain away logically this suddon overwhelming sadness and ill 
omened brooding. I tried to throw it off, as some reaction of myself of wear¬ 
iness, hut I could not. 

I began to that this was no ordinary thing that something was causing 

this which was not of the ordinary, so I knowing how to examine such things 
in tho light of spiritual guide, co and communion.

prayed a short prayer for guidance. and asked tho brothers in space to 
asist mo in my quest.

I waited for some time and got no answer. I repeated the question and again 
no reply, hut after a few shorts moments the words. ” 3 to 5" came repeating 
themselves three of four times. I was frankly puzzled. 

The telepathic vinbration ceased, and I lay there amazed and wondering. 

Frankly and in all truth I can swear I had no knowledge of the potential 
of this city or any other in New Zealand except those which I had read about 
and which had already occured . as stated like Napier. 

New Zealand is commonly nick-named the shaky isles, but to a visitor the 
places shaky unless beforehand studied 9 would not bo knovm to them, 
so that I can honestly say. I did not know if theis city was sucha potential 
area of geographical weakness, in fact I was surprised. 

I pondered on what had happened, and decided that for the time I would not 
make mention of this to anyone, loat of all publicly. I did not want to em¬ 
barrass my hosts in the places which had boon planned for mo to visit by 
bad publicity as being a scare monger, si decided to keep mum^ yet I knew 
from my past experiences that such information relayed to me from space by
